DRASTIC ECONOMIES 


The Second Ordinary General Meeting of Cables and Wireless, 
Limited, was held on Thursday last, July 30, at Southern House, 
Cannon Street, London, E.C. 

Mr. John C. Denison-Pender, Governor and Managing Direc- 
tor of the company, presided, and, in moving the adoption of the 
report and accounts, said that since the last meeting practically 
every industry had had to record an unhappy experience, and 
they met to-day in a situation unparalleled in 50 years’ experi- 
ence of industry. 

Under normal conditions, to pay the full preference dividend, 
it was necessary that the profits of the Communications Company 
should be about £600,000. In the year under review, the Com- 
munications Company paid dividends amounting to £525,000, but 
to do that it had absorbed the whole of the £200,000 reserve 
accumulated in the preceding year. 

For the first six months of this year the full interim dividend 
on the 54 per cent. preference stock had obviously not been 
earned, and the directors had no alternative but to await the 
financial result of the year before committing themselves to any 
payment. The directors and the management were doing all that 
was humanly possible to meet and overcome the varied difficulties 
with which they were faced. They were unable to alter or to 
control the course of trade, but by a drastic and far-reaching 
policy of economy, consistently and continuously pursued, they 
might claim to have done much to temper the severity of its 
effects. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

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ROUMANIA 


PRIMARY PRODUCTS AND THE 
IMPORT TRADE 


Economic conditions during 1930—the second vear of 
stabilisation in Roumania—were entirely dominated by 
the question of ever falling prices for Roumania’s staple 
products, the sale of which provides her with the means 
of purchasing those necessaries which she does not 
herself produce. Roumania’s exports are mainly 
articles of prime necessity:—Cereals, oils, timber, 
cattle and to a lesser degree wine and fruit. She de. 
pends, therefore, largely on the bounties of nature. 
‘“ Providence is the best Minister of Finance,’’ says a 
Roumanian proverb, and in normal times, given a good, 
or even an average harvest, trade will balance itself. 
How much the country is dependent upon the harvest 
was shown in 1929 when, as a result of the poor crops 
of 1928, the trade balance was weighted on the wrong 
side by some 4 milliard lei. 


In 1930, as the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Lega- 
tion at Bucharest shows in his *Report, the total har- 
vest, for the second time in succession, was in many 
respects a good average one, especially as regards barley 
and maize, and as a direct result imports into the 
United Kingdom from Roumania rose in value, as com- 
pared with the previous year, from £2,900,000 to 
£4,700,000, this difference being largely accounted for 
by increased imports of maize. Again the oil produc- 
tion reached a record figure, so that, in view of the 
slump in prices, means had to be devised to check the 
output. Timber was available in plenty but the exports 
fell below those of the previous year. 


During the summer months the prospect of a good 
harvest, the return of Prince Carol to Roumania in July, 
as King, and the hope that with this change some of 
the strain of the past years would be relieved, all tended 
to produce a certain feeling of elation. As the vear 
waned, however, and no improvement was noticeable, a 
depression amounting almost to despair took possession 
of all circles, political, financial, industrial and 
agrarian. The fall of commodity prices throughout the 
world, which commenced in the late autumn of 1929, 
continued with such rapidity and persistence that all 
calculations were overthrown, and, moreover, the cor- 
responding prices of manufactured articles purchasable 
in exchange for indigenous raw materials had no time to 
adjust themselves to the changed conditions. The 
index number of the cost of living still maintained its 
high level, as the retail prices of commodities had not 
been greatly affected. 


A PARADOXICAL POSITION 


Thus, with abundance everywhere, Roumania’s 
economic condition, paradoxically enough, was worse 
in 1930 than in 1927, when corn had to be imported on 
account of poor crops—for in that year prices were at 
least three times as high as in 1930. This applied not 
only to cereals, but also to oil products and even timber, 
owing to competition from Soviet Russia. Still it 
might be said—as it was said repeatedly by the late M. 
Vintila Bratianu—that the population of Roumania 
being about 80 per cent. agricultural, they could to all 
intents and purposes be independent as regards food 
and clothing, and it was therefore expedient to reduce 
imports to the barest necessities and save the harvest 
for better times. 


As the trade statistics show, this policy was adopted 
where possible. It failed to afford the hoped-for relief, 
mainly because the peasants were and are indebted to 
the banks, co-operative societies and money-lenders fot 
the payment for seeds, agricultura] implements, et¢.; 
etc. Indeed, their situation is so grave that the whole

policy of the National-Peasant Government during the 
last two years of its tenure of office was directed towards 
finding means to assist the peasant and other landed 
proprietors to obtain financial help during this acute 
neriod, without being forced to pay interest on his debts 
at an average rate of 25 per cent. per annum. 


THe CrIsis IN AGRICULTURE 


This problem: had been bad enough in 1929, but it 
was infinitely worse in 1930. All might have been well 
if anything like normal prices could have been obtained 
for grain. The abundance of the crops would then have 
enabled the farmer to pay off his debts. Prices, how- 
ever, dropped far below the cost of production, and, 
indeed, it was difficult to obtain any sort of offer. The 
peasant, therefore, was between two evils; either he had 
to sell his produce at a_loss or be sold up to pay his 
debts. The latter course might have suited the creditor 
banks, had there been any buyers on the market, but 
as the whole population was in the same predicament 
the peasant was left in possession of his farm and the 
ultimate sufferer has been the lender. The result has 
been the failure of several old-established provincial 
banks. Thus the whole economic life of the country has 
been detrimentally affected by the fall in world prices. 


Another factor has been at work in Roumania. Before 
the war roughly about nine-tenths of the arable land 
was divided into large estates belonging to the 
‘“ Boyars ’’ or landed gentry, and one-tenth into small 
holdings belonging to the peasants. Since the partition 
of 1919 the position has been exactly reversed. For- 
merly the proprietor of a large estate was able to raise 
money even on growing crops, almost without discus- 
sion, as the intermediary (buyer) knew that he would be 
able to collect the crops easily and with certainty. The 
latter therefore required comparatively small sums to 
transact big business. Moreover, bank interest was low. 
To-day the intermediary buyer has to have large sums of 
money in cash to buy from the small peasant proprietor; 
he has to collect the produce himself, only being able to 
sell when the grain is ready for shipment. Therefore 
collection expenses are higher and the cash price to the 
peasant lower. 


Another serious problem is that of taxation. In the 
old days it was a comparatively simple matter to collect 
the modest taxes then demanded. The Boyar and other 
land proprietors were easy to be found and at hand. 
To-day the position is different. There are no wealthy 
landowners. The land has been distributed to the pea- 
sants and they and the gentleman proprietors may all 
be said to be equally poor. The peasant, the mainstay 
of the country, is now a taxpayer, and in proportion to 
his means he has to pay heavily. When his crops fail 
or prices fall (as at present) and the tax collector cannot 
be satisfied, the peasant is therefore liable to have his 
goods seized, his land and house sold over his head, 
leaving him penniless and destitute. 


TRADE WITH GREAT BRITAIN 


The question may now be asked: ‘‘ How do the woes 
of the Roumanian peasant affect the British ex- 
porter? ’’ The answer is provided by the Board of 
Trade returns of exports to Roumania. The decline in 
the purchasing power of the peasant owing to low prices 
for his products, high interest rates and heavy taxation, 
has meant that the value of the exports from Great 
Britain to Roumania during 1930 decreased in compari- 
son with the previous year by about £400,000. The 
decrease since 1928 is largely attributable to cotton 
textiles in spite of reduced Manchester prices. Under 
these circumstances it is obvious that the greatest care 
should be exercised by British merchants in the selec- 
ton of orders on long credit terms. To this end a 
personal examination of the market is essential. 


Roumanian exports to Great Britain are paid for in 
cash, those of Great Britain to Roumania on six to 
twelve months’ credit—and in some cases two or three 
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years. It may be argued that if the exporters of other 
countries can see their way to give credit and accept the 
risks, why not British exporters? Other countries, 
other customs. The banking system in Germany and 
Austria, for instance, is such that, being interested in 
industry themselves, the banks are in close touch with 
exporters and can allow them to give credit. This also 
applies to many other Continental countries. The 
British manufacturer, on the other hand, has to stand 
on his own feet since, in the main, the British system of 
banking looks primarily after the security of its out- 
standing funds. 


Thus it happens that German exports to Roumania 
have in the past often been financed by London on the 
security of the intermediary German banks, which 
may be directly interested in the factory supplying the 
goods. A closer co-operation of banking and commer- 
cial interests would, it is believed, help British trade to 
expand, especially in those countries where unusual 
trade risks have at times to be taken.. Such a country 
is Roumania, for while her natural and potential wealth 
is abundant and her debts comparatively small, it will 
take time—many years, indeed—before her available 
wealth is such that she will be able to purchase goods 
for cash on the world’s market. 


According to the British Board of Trade returns im- 
ports into the United Kingdom from Roumania have 
greatly increased since 1928, owing chiefly to the pur- 
chase of larger quantities of oil and cereals. In 1928 
the value was £1,763,.061, as against £2,965,199 in 1929 
and £4,726,745 in 1930. 


The value of the total imports into Roumania from 
the United Kingdom, as shown by the British Board of 
Trade returns, was much lower in 1930 than in the 
previous year, viz. :—

If these figures be compared with the figures of im- 
ports into the United Kingdom from Roumania given 
on a previous page of the Report, it will be seen that 
the trade balance between the two countries in 1930 was 
decidedly in favour of Roumania, viz., to the extent of 
£2,740,850. Apart from the falling off in exports from 
Great Britain to Roumania this difference is attributable 
to large shipments of grain and oil from Roumania. 


UNITED KINGDOM 


MOVEMENT OF SHIPPING IN 
JUNE, 1931, AND IN RECENT 
QUARTERLY PERIODS 


Foreign Trade.—Expressed in terms of the net ton- 
nage of the vessels, the arrivals with cargo during 
June, 1931, at ports of the United Kingdom aggregated 
6,865,000 tons, a decrease of 321,000 tons, or 4:5 per 
cent., as compared with the corresponding total for 
June, 1930. With regard to the principal nationalities 
concerned the British tonnage decreased by 259,000 
tons, or 5:3 per cent., and the Norwegian tonnage by 
40,000 tons, or 13:2 per cent., while the tonnage of 
French and United States vessels increased by 52,000 
tons (17:3 per cent.) and 39,000 tons (12-2 per cent.) re- 
spectively. The British proportion of the net tonnage of 
the arrivals with cargo was 68 per cent., both in June, 
1931, and in June, 1930. 
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The arrivals in ballast during the month amounted 
to 3,876,000 tons, a decrease of 595,000 tons, or 13-3 per 
cent., as compared with June of the previous year. 
Decreases were recorded for all the principal nationali- 
ties. The tonnage of British vessels decreased by 
448,000 tons, or 15°8 per cent., Norwegian vessels by 
20,000 tons, or 18-3 per cent., and Dutch vessels by 
26,000 tons, or 10-7 per cent. Of the net tonnage of 
the arrivals in ballast 62 per cent. was British, com- 
pared with 63 per cent. a year ago. About 34 per cent. 
of the British tonnage that arrived in June, 1931, was 
in ballast, as compared with 37 per cent. in June, 1930. 


The departures with cargo during June, 1951, aggre- 
gated 5,868,000 tons, a decrease of "449,000 tons, or 7-1 
per cent., as compared with the corresponding month 
of 1930. Most of this decrease was accounted for by a 
falling off of 429,000 tons, or 9°5 per cent., in the British 
departures. The tonnage of Norwegian vessels decreased 
(40,000 tons, or 25-2 per cent.), and also that of Dutch 
vessels (27,000 tons, or 10-1 per cent.), while the ton- 
nage of German and French vessels increased by 
40,000 tons, or 30-5 per cent., and 38,000 tons, or 15-4 
per cent. respectively. Of the departures with cargo 
about 70 per cent. was British in June, 1951, as com- 
pared with 72 per cent. a year earlier. 


The departures in ballast during June, 1951, 
amounted to 4,294,000 tons, a decrease of 457,000 tons, 
or 9-6 per cent., as compared with June of the previous 
year. Decreases were recorded for British vessels of 
360,000 tons, or 12-9 per cent., for German vessels of 
41,000 tons, or 7-9 per cent., and for French vessels of 
29,000 tons, or 12-5 per cent., while in the case of 
vessels belonging to the United States there was an 
increase of 17,000 tons, or 8°6 per cent. The British 
proportion of the net tonnage that departed in ballast 
was 57 per cent. in June, ‘19: 31, and 59 per cent. in 
June, 1930. Of the total of the British tonnage that 
departed in June, 1931, 37 per cent. was in ballast, as 
compared with 38 per cent. in June of last year.

Coasting Trade.—The net tonnage of the arrivals and 
departures with cargo increased by 1-9 per cent. (39,000 
tons) and 4-4 per cent. (91,000 tons) respectively as 
compared with June, 1930, while decreases of 1-5 per 
cent. (42,000 tons) in the arrivals and 1-5 per cent. 
(40,000 tons) in the departures were recorded in respect 
of the tonnage of vessels in ballast.

ForEIGN TRADE.—ENTRANCES AND CLEARANCES DURING 
THE Last FIVE QUARTERS 


Tables showing the entrances and clearances of 
vessels at ports of the United Kingdom during each of 
the last five quarterly periods appear on page 159. 
From these tables it will be seen that the total net 
tonnage entered and cleared with cargo in the second 
quarter of 1931, while substantially greater than in the 
first quarter of this year, was considerably less than in 
any of the last three quarters of 1930. The large 
decline in the tonnage of vessels that cleared with cargo 
during the June quarter of 1931, as compared with the 
same quarter of last year, may be associated with a 
reduction of 2:7 million tons in the exports from the 
United Kingdom of coal. 


There were decreases as compared with the second 
quarter of 1930 in the tonnage of vessels of all the 
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principal nationalities (French excepted) that entered 
with cargo. In regard to clearances with cargo the 
tonnage of British and Norwegian vessels was consider- 
ably less in the June quarter of 1931 than in the corre- 

sponding quarter of last year, while French tonnage 
a ed a substantial increase. 

Regarding the trading areas it may be noted that the 
tonnage entered with cargo from Australasia and from 
South America-Atlantic Coast during the June quarter 
of 1931 was greater than in any of the other four 
quarters shown. In this connection it may be men- 
tioned that the quantity of wheat imported from Aus- 
tralia last quarter was more than double the amount 
imported in the second quarter of last year, while the 
shipments of maize from the Argentine have been un- 
usually heavy during recent months. In the cases of 
six of the fourteen trading areas specified in the 
er on page 159 (viz., Areas 2, 4, 5, 6, 7 and 

11), the tonnage that cleared with cargo was less during 
the June quarter of 1931 than during any of the other 
four quarters under review. As compared with the corre- 
sponding quarter of last year there were small increases 
in the clearances with cargo to the Irish Free State, 
West Indies and Central America (Atlantic Coast) and 
for North America-Pacific Coast, but all other areas 
showed decreases, the declines being specially notice- 
able in the cases of Central and Eastern Mediterranean 
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During the year ended June 80, 1931, the gross 
tonnage of motor vessels on the register at ports in 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland increased by 13°79 
per cent.; the gross tonnage of steam vessels decreased 
by 2:33 per cent.; and the gross tonnage of sailing 
vessels decreased by 2-69 per cent. 


Fatal Accidents to Seamen 


The number of deaths due to accidents among the - 
crews of vessels registered in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland, under the Merchant Shipping Act, 
1894, that were reported during the month of June, 
1931, was 31, of which one was caused by casualty to 
a vessel. There were no fatal accidents reported as 
having occurred on sailing vessels.

It has as its Patron His Royal Highness 
The Prince of Wales, and as its President the Right 
Hon. the Earl of Derby, K.G. The Association does 
not trade, and its sole object, writes the General Mana- 
ger, 1s to obtain for the country and its members the 
benefit which a development of tourist traffic in Great 
Britain and Ireland would ensure. 


From the moment a visitor sets out for our shores he 
is contributing towards the maintenance and employ- 
ment of a long list of our businesses and trades and 
individual workers. Immediately after arrival he is a 
customer of our hotels, railways, motor services and 
theatres, etc., and is a considerable purchaser cf our 
goods. The traveller has become an important factor 
in the country’s trade. Foreign visitors can be induced 
by well-organised advertising to visit every part of the 
country, and add to the wealth of our health and 
pleasure resorts and centres of commerce and industry. 


INTERESTS CO-OPERATING WITH THE ASSOCIATION

(2) Foreign Press Advertising.—A scheme has been 
worked out providing for co-operation with 
the Association in the purchase of space 
in overseas newspapers and _ periodicals. 
Members may use their own copy, and when 
a sufficient number combine to use whole 
pages lower rates can be obtained than 
by individual advertisers. The Association 
undertakes the translation of copy, and will 
group whole pages under a national heading 
with a list of important events or letterpress 
to add interest to the page. Such grouped 
advertising must show better results than 
isolated efforts abroad, and some valuable 
editorial articles have resulted from a pre- 
liminary campaign recently concluded. The 
Association is prepared to extend the scheme 
to any countries for which there may be a 
demand, and will accept instructions for 
advertising space from members’ recognised 
advertising agents, allowing them the usual 
agency commission. 


(b) Special Booklets and Literature.—To meet the 
widespread demand on the Continent for 
books giving details of the principal places of 
interest in the British Isles grouped in areas, 
the Travel Association will produce and dis- 
tribute these area booklets as a special service 
to the localities which subscribe. The Asso- 
ciation is preparing and will be glad to send 
any local authorities interested a sample 
booklet. 


(c) Central Information Bureau in London.—A 
number of authorities have pointed out to the 
Association the need for a Central Informa- 
tion Bureau. Suitable premises are available 
on the ground floor in an excellent position in 
an important thoroughfare in the West End, 
and the expense of rent, rates, staffing, etc., 
with equipment and lighting for the window, 
which would remain lit up after office hours, 
is estimated at £5,000 to £6,000 per annum. 
Provided that sufficient local authorities agree 
to participate the cost to each will not be 
large. 


The Association, in its general publicity, will make 
use of every kind of inducement to potential visitors, 
lcaturing sporting and social events, old customs, 
famous buildings, commercial and industrial activities, 
exhibitions, ete. Similarly, it will be open to Jocal 
authorities participating in the scheme to advertise, 
under the appropriate Special Service that may be 
selected, their particular commercial or industrial 
advantages, products and services, as well as general 
tourist attractions.

CO-OPERATION WITH LocAL AUTHORITIES 


The Local Authorities (Publicity) Act empowers 
local authorities to subscribe up to a halfpenny rate to 
the Association. 

The object of the Association is to provide a nucleus 
for an organised co-operative effort which can be ex- 
panded and sustained over a period of years, thus 
ensuring a steady and cumulative benefit. The Asso- 
ciation, as a central body, will be responsible for the 
management of schemes such as that of co-operative 
advertising, the Central Information Bureau, etc., and 
the preparation and effective world-wide distribution of 
attractive literature of a general character. The Asso- 
ciation, as such central body, will continue to maintain 
close contact with the Government Departments, and 
to put forward suggestions for the modification of 
Government regulations or the development generally 
of travel to this country.

SCOTTISH FISHERIES IN 1930 


The Annual Report* of the Fishery Board for Scotland, 
which has recently been issued, states that the results of 
the Scottish sea fisheries during 1930 were on the whole dis- 
appointing. The improvement of the two preceding years 
in the trawling industry was not maintained, and the 
results of the summer herring fishing off the Scottish coasts 
were poor, judged even by post-war standards, while at 
Fast Anglia, although fishermen did fairly well, curers 
found difficulty in disposing of their produce except at a

VESSELS AND PERSONS ENGAGED 


A decrease from 6,129 to 5,969 in the total number of 
Scottish fishing vessels was again more than accounted for 
by the shrinkage of the sailing fleet, and did not represent 
any material decline in the catching power of the fleet as 
awhole. The motor fleet showed an increase of 18 over the 
Previous year’s total of 1,961, and accounted for about one-

fifth of the catch of fish for the year. Steam drifters, the 
building of which has been almost suspended, decreased by 
five to a total of 802, and steam liners by two to 33, but 
the trawling fleet showed an increase of 12 vessels to a total 
of 341. The capital value of the vessels composing the 
Scottish fishing fleet amounted to some £3,122,924, or, -with 
fishing gear, £4,062,548. 


The total number of persons engaged in the Scottish 
fisheries, including the various ancillary occupations such 
as fish curing, transport, and boat building, amounted to 
66,167, as compared with 66,552 in the previous year and 
86,271 in 1913. The fishermen engaged in the Scottish sea 
fisheries numbered 24,323, as against 24,670 in 1929. As 
compared with the pre-war figure, the present-day total 
shows a decrease of about 10,000, largely attributable to the 
failure of the industry to recruit sufficient young men to 
replace natural wastage. Of the total number of fishermen 
employed in 1930 about half were engaged in herring 
fishing, one-eighth in trawling, and the rest in lining, 
white-fish seining, or creel fishing. 


The number of coopers, whose duties include the super- 
vision of the work of herring curing, was 1,649, or prac- 
tically the same as in the previous year, while the women 
gutters, packers, and kipperers employed throughout the 
year at the various herring fishing centres numbered 9,519, 
as compared with 9,650 in 1929. 


Twenty-five Scottish fishermen lost their lives in the 
prosecution of the various fisheries during the year, and 
twenty-seven vessels in all, valued at £42,733, were totally 
lost, six being steam trawlers, nine steam drifters or liners, 
seven motor boats, and five sail boats, and other vessels 
sustained damage to the extent of £86,220, making with 
the loss on fishing gear lost or damaged an aggregate loss 
on boats and gear of £257,181. 


Increased attention was devoted in Scotland during 
1930 to the manufacture of fishing by-products, the output 
of guano, fish meal, and industrial and medicinal oils 
amounting to a total of some 21,000 tons, valued at 
£352,000. Owing to falling prices, however, the value was 
rather less than in 1929.

ZANZIBAR TEXTILE IMPORTS IN MARCH 
QUARTER 

H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in East Africa reports 
that during the quarter under review imports of all kinds 
oi cotton piece-goods were smaller than in the corresponding 
quarter of 1930, the reduction being particularly heavy in 
the case ot prints (khangas), in which hitherto Great Britain 
has been in such a favourable competitive position. In 
cotton bleached goods, with a reduced total import and a 
big decline in the case of Great Britain, there is yet a 
heavy falling off in imports from Japan, who now takes 
first place as a contributor of this class of textile. This 
reversal of competitive position repeats the experience of 
Tanganyika, Kenya and Uganda. 

The total imports of cotton piece-goods in the March 
quarter were 1,121,501 yards, as compared with 1,991,293 
yds. in the first three months of 1930. This total comprised 
unbleached, 315,635 yds., of which Great Britain supplied 
3,570 yds., India 128,515 yds., Japan 170,900 yds., and the 
United States 8,150 yds.; bleached, 224,224 yds. (Great 
Britain 71,554 yds., Holland 26,000 yds., India 4,278 yds., 
and Japan, 120,302 yds.); printed (khangas), 294,952 yds. 
(Great Britain 248,548 yds. and Holland 46,404 yds.); 
printed (other), 68,027 yds. (Great Britain 2,515 yds., 
Holland 16,830 yds., India 257 yds., and Japan 48,425 yds.); 
dyed, 218,663 yds. (Great Britain 62,968 yds., Holland 
16,756 yds., Germany 287 yds., Italy 3,646 yds., India 
115,668 yds., and Japan 15,100 yds.). 

Imports of artificial silk piece-goods during the quarter 
under review amounted to 93,419 yds., as against 105,663 
yds. in the first three months of last year. The chief con- 
tributors were Holland, 1,934 yds., and Japan, 90,645 yds. 


CYPRUS 
CROP REPORT FOR JULY 

The greater part of the wheat crop has now been trans- 
ported to the threshing floors. The production is good 
average aud new grain is now on the market. Prices have 
declined further and no improvement is in sight. Since 
the improvement in weather conditions barley threshing 
has been pushed forward. Considerable quantities were 
imported from Adana and prices have consequently dropped 
with a downward tendency continuing. Only small 
quantities of oats are available. Harvesting of new crop 
potatoes is completed. Exports are heing made to Greece 
and Palestine. 

The cotton crop has made good progress during the early 
stages of the growing period. Prospects for new crop 
carobs are fair; old stocks are gradually diminishing. The 
orange crop is expected to be moderate. ‘There has been a 
fair production of lemons. 

The increased quantities of cumin on the market owing 
to extended cultivation have resulted in a drop in prices. 
The aniseed crop is now in store; demand is poor. Gather- 
ing of the first leaves of tobacco is in progress. Oidium 18 
again causing considerable damage to those vineyards 
which have not been treated with sulphur, but it is com 
sidered that the damage to vines by peronospora is much 
less than originally estimated. Setting of grapes is satis 
factory. No raisins are available.—Trade Commissioné? 
for Cyprus im London.

IRISH FREE STATE 


CENSUS OF WATERWORKS UNDERTAKINGS 
(REPORT No. 24) 


Under the Statistics (Census of Production) Orders 
(Statutory Rules and Orders No. 38, 1929, and No. 3, 1930) 
made under the Statistics Act; 1926, returns were received 
from 91 waterworks undertakings in the Irish Free State 
relating to the value of water supplied and the charges 
made for work done, in the year 1929. These undertakings 
are all operated by local authorities. 

Work was carried on continuously at practically all the 
waterworks during the whole year; the number of hours 
normally worked per week by wage-earners was 48 or over 
in most of the undertakings.

The materials used by the undertakings in 1929 were 
valued at £38,395, as compared with £40,243 in 1926. 
This total included water purchased (including water pur- 
chased from concerns not regarded as ‘‘ waterworks under- 
takings ’’), £16,137 ; iron, lead and pipes, £7,707 ; hydrants, 
pumps, valves, stopcocks, meters, etc., £3,090; coal, £2,121; 
petrol and other light oils, £1,414; and lubricating and 
other heavy oils, £1,034. 

The net output of the undertakings was, therefore, 
£218,309, as against £207,811 in 1926. 


Persons EMPpLoyep aNp WAGES 


The number of persons employed in the undertakings 
during the week ended October 19, 1929, was 874 (953) and 
included 849 males and 25 females. 

Salaries and wages and earnings totalled £103,832 
(£110,866), and included salaries £22,639, and wages and 
earnings £81,193. 


CAPACITY OF ENGINES, ETC. 


The effective horse-power that all prime movers in the 
undertakings in 1929 could develop was 2,241; the kilowatt 
capacity of electric generators was 31; and the rated horse- 
power of the electric motors was 169.

The ‘‘ net selling value ”’ 


of the water supplied, as fur- 
nished on the returns, was the net amount charged, less 
discounts, whether the charge was levied by rate or in any 
other way. Contributions from the local rates to make up 


any deficiency in the income of the waterworks were not 
included. There is a small amount of duplication in the 
total shown in the previous table, as water sold by one 
undertaking to another undertaking (valued at £14,676 in 
1929 and £13,498 in 1926) would be included in the return 
of the first undertaking and also in the return of the pur- 
chasing undertaking as ‘‘ water supplied’’ to customers 
or for public purposes. Accordingly, the total value of 
water supplied, free of duplication and of work done, was 
£242,028 in 1929 and £234,556 in the year 1926. 

In addition to particulars of the value of water supplied, 
the undertakings were required to furnish particulars of the 
value of work done by their own employees on the construc- 
tion, alteration, manufacture and repair of waterworks, 
buildings, ete. These amounts are calculated on a cost 
basis (i.e., cost of materials used, plus wages and establish- 
ment charges applicable to the work). The following table, 
which summarises the information furnished, does not, of 
course, include the cost of any work carried out for the 
undertakings by contractors; the value of such work will 
be included in the Report that will be issued in connection 
with the building and contracting trades.

NEW ZEALAND 
FOREIGN TRADE IN APRIL 


Imports show little variation from the previous month, 
but the total value, £2,080,163, is 41-3 per cent. below that 
recorded for April of last year, and 31-4 per cent. below the 
average experienced for the past five years, states the 
Monthly Abstract of Statistics, compiled in the Census and 
Statistics Office, Wellington. 


The principal commodities contributing to this decline 
were motor vehicles, which showed a decrease in value 
of £228,000; motor spirit, £59,000; cotton piece-goods, 
£54,000; tobacco, £52,000; and apparel, £51,000. The 
visible balance of trade in favour of the Dominion for the 
month has shrunk to £666,028, a figure, however, 64 per 
cent. above the balance for April, 1930, but nevertheless 
61-7 per cent. below the average for the last five years. 
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Export TRADE 


The declared value of exports for April was exceptionally 
low, reaching a total of only £2,746,191, a figure 30-5 per 
cent. lower than that for the corresponding month of 1930, 
and, furthermore, 42-4 per cent. below the average for the 
five preceding years. 

The principal causes of the enormous deficiency are not 
difficult to locate. Frozen lamb and mutton carcasses have 
been going forward in huge quantities during recent 
months, so that it is not surprising to find a substantial 
decrease in the demand becoming evident. Altogether the 
declared value of lamb and mutton carcasses going afloat 
in April decreased by £479,000, or 50-7 per cent., compared 
with April, 1930, while frozen beef also declined heavily to 
the extent of a further £64,000. 

The position of the butter and cheese markets was dis- 
appointing, and this factor contributed to the decline in 
exports to the extent of a further £472,000. The output of 
cheese during April was 20-4 per cent. less than for March 
and 11-3 per cent. less than that recorded for April, 1930. 

Wool, on the other hand, provides practically the only 
optimistic feature in the month’s trade review. For so 
long quiescent, this commodity has at last taken a turn for 
the better. Wool values are up and displaying a tendency 
to remain firm, with the result that exports of wool for the 
month increased by 22-2 per cent. in value, compared with 
April, 1930. 


FOREIGN 


ARGENTINA 
TRADE BALANCE, JANUARY-JUNE 


The Argentine Chamber of Commerce in Great Britain 
reports the receipt of cabled information from Buenos 
Aires, stating that the trade balance for the six months 
ended June 30 was 40 million gold pesos (£8 million) and 
experts estimate that this favourable balance will reach 
120 million gold pesos (£24 million) by the end of this year. 
The estimate is, of course, exclusive of gold shipments. 

The Provisional Government now conducting the affairs 
of the nation will, the cable adds, shortly issue a decree 
appointing the general elections for the next presidential 
term for November 8. 


CLEARANCE OF PASSENGERS’ BAGGAGE 
THROUGH CUSTOMS 


(From H.M. Embassy) 
BuENos AIRES 

By the terms of a Decree published by the Mimister for 
Finance on June 25, new regulations have been brought 
into force in regard to the clearance through the Customs 
of passengers’ baggage. In future all passengers arriving 
at Buenos Aires from abroad and disembarking in the 
North Basin will be required, before leaving the ship, to 
fill in a printed form giving precise details of their luggage. 

The Decree states that, in accordance with Article 201 
of the Law 810, only clothing and articles of personal use 
may be considered as passengers’ baggage and admitted 
free, provided they do not exceed a total value of 400 
dollars (gold) per passenger. Passengers’ clothing and 
personal effects must have been used, all new articles being 
liable to the payment of duty. Baggaye must be claimed 
and examined within a period of 20 days. It is prohibited 
for passengers to declare as part of their own baggaye 
articles belonging to other persons not travelling in the 
ship. 

Except in the case of immigrants, pianos, articles of 
furniture and similar objects or boxes of more than one 
cubie metre in volume will not be admitted as baggage. All 
baggage arriving at Argentine ports in transit for other 
countries should be declared as such and must carry a label 
bearing the word ‘“‘ Transito.’’

Commercial Treaties and 
Arrangements 





AUSTRIA—GERMANY 
COMMERCIAL TREATY 


The Commercial Treaty between Austria and Germany, 
signed on April 12, 1930, came into force on February 2 
last. The Treaty will remain in force for a period of two 
years and, unless denounced three months before the expiry 
of that period, will continue in force subject to denuncia- 
tion at three months’ notice. 

[he subjects of the one Party will be permitted freely 
to enter, travel and reside in the territory of the other, 
subject to the laws of the country, and will receive most- 
favoured-nation treatment in respect of general or local 
restrictions or imposts. They will be permitted to acquire 
and possess property upon the same terms as nationals of 
the most-favoured foreign country. 

The subjects and companies of the one Party in the 
territory of the other will receive national treatment in 
respect of taxation. 

The goods of the one Party upon importation into the 
territory of the other will be treated on the same footing 
as the goods of most-favoured nations in respect of Customs 
duties and formalities. [The Tariff provisions of the Treaty 
were noted in the “ B.T.J.’’ of May 15, 1930 (page 679), 
and February 5, 1931 (page 186).] 

Subject to the usual exceptions, the Parties undertake 
not to impose any import or export prohibitions of any 
kind other than those which are at present in force. 

Goods of the one Party will receive national treatment 
in the territory of the other in respect of internal taxation. 

The Parties will encourage railway traffic between the 
two countries and accord national treatment to goods and 
passengers of the other Party on their railways. 

Ships of the one Party, their cargoes, crews and 
passengers, will enjoy national treatment in the inland 
waterways and in the public harbours of the other. Similar

treatment will be accorded to sea-going merchantmen in qj} 
respects, including dues and charges. These provisions q, 
not apply to facilities granted to the national fishing fleg 
nor to coastal shipping in respect of which the Parties 
accord one another most-favoured-nation treatment. The 
Parties accord one another national treatment in respect 
of participation in passenger and emigrant traffic. 
Exceptions from the most-favoured-nation treatment 
accorded in the Treaty are made in the case of privileges 
accorded to limitrophe States to facilitate frontier traffic: 
engagements resulting from a Customs union; privileges 
granted under double taxation agreements, etc., and 
privileges granted in virtue of certain multilateral treaties 
concluded under the auspices of the League of Nations, 


GREECE—HUNGARY 
COMMERCIAL TREATY 


The Board of Trade are informed that the Commercial 
Treaty between Greece and Hungary of June 3, 1930 
entered into force on August 4, ratifications having been 
exchanged on July 16. The Treaty will remain in force for 
two years, and will continue in force thereafter, subject to 
denunciation at six months’ notice. , 

Subjects of the one in the territories of the other wil] 
receive most-favoured-nation treatment in respect of entry 
establishment and residence, the exercise of professions or 
trade, carrying on of commerce, industry or navigation, and 
the acquisition, possession and disposition of property. They 
will receive national treatment in respect of taxation. ; 

Companies of the one admitted to the territories of the 
other will receive most-favoured-nation treatment in all 
respects. 

The goods of the one will receive national treatment in 
respect of internal taxation in the territories of the other, 

The Parties undertake, subject to certain conditions, to 
avoid as far as possible hindering reciprocal trade by the 
imposition of prohibitions or restrictions on importation, 
exportation or transit. Prohibitions or restrictions already 
in force will be provisionally maintained. 

Ships of the one will receive most-favoured-nation treat- 
ment in the ports and waters of the other. 

The most-favoured-nation provisions of the Treaty do not 
apply to privileges accorded in order to facilitate frontier 
traffic or to those resulting from a Customs union or result- 
ing from agreements for the avoidance of double taxation, 
etc. 

The Treaty also contains an arrangement dealing with 
the railway traffic between the two States. 

Particulars of the reduced Hungarian duties resulting 
from the Treaty are given in this issue of the ‘‘ B.T.J.” 
The reduced duties provided for by the Treaty in respect 
of goods imported into Greece were published in the 
‘“ B.T.J.”’ of June 4 (page 739).

SOUTHERN RHODESIA

With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of April 30 
(page 572) regarding a Bill introduced into the Legislature 
of Southern Rhodesia ‘‘to amend the laws relating to 
Customs and Excise and the Customs Tariff and Excise 
duties,’’ the Board of Trade have now received copy of the 
Bill as enacted.

BELGIUM 


SURTAX ON SUGAR AND 


SUGARED GOODS 


The surtax of 20 francs per 100 kilogs. which was imposed 
in December last on certain sugar and sugared goods im- 
ported into Belgium (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of December 11, 
page 697), and which was due to expire in August, has been 
‘ontinued until September 30, 1932, by a Law of July 20, 
published in the ‘‘ Moniteur Belge ”’ of July 25. 


NEW TAXATION MEASURES 


With reference to the notice in the ‘ B.T.J.’’ of July 2 
‘Page 22) respecting a Bill to impose certain additional taxa- 
tion in Belgium, it should be noted that this Bill has now 

nh passed into Law, under date of July 22, and was 
published in the ‘‘ Moniteur Belge ” of July 25. 

Customs and Excise Duties on Mineral Oils.—The in- 
‘reased Customs duties on certain kinds of mineral oils, 
which have been collected since April 29, are approved with 


retrospective effect to that date. 


As regards the excise duties levied on oils obtained from 
the treatment of crude petroleum and petroleum products in 
Belgium, the duty on oils with a density of less than 0-78 
at 15 degs. C. (petroleum ethers and spirit) is increased 
from 35 to 60 francs per hectolitre, and a new excise duty

of 30 fr. per hectolitre is imposéd on oils with a density 
from 0-78 to 0-83 (excl.) at 15 degs. C. (lighting petroleum). 
These changes also took effect on April 29. 

Consumption Duties on Cigarettes.—The doubling of the 
consumption duties on cigarettes is to operate from a date to 
be fixed by the Belgian Government. 


Sales and Luxury Taxes.—The alterations of the Sales and 
Luxury taxes, which came into operation on July 26, are 
contained in the Law and in a Decree of the same date 
issued thereunder. 


The general rate of the Sales Tax is increased from 1 to 2 
per cent., except in respect of sea fish coming direct from 
fishing vessels and sold to the municipal fish markets of the 
ports of unloading. The ‘‘ commuted ”’ rates (covering all 
transactions) of 1 and 2 per cent. levied on certain articles, 
and the special ‘‘commuted”’ rates applicable to animals and 
meat, are doubled to correspond with the increase of the 
general rate. The reduced rates of Sales Tax which are 
imposed on a few goods when exported have, however, been 
maintained at the old level. 


A new ‘‘ commuted ’’ rate of 4 per cent. (to cover all trans- 
actions) is instituted for serums and vaccines; iodine and 
combinations thereof for pharmaceutical use; natural 
alkaloids and their salts; bismuth salts; salicylic acid; 
salicylate of soda; salicylate of benzophenyl; acetylsalicylic 
acid; benzoate of soda; calciumglycerophosphate; glycero- 
phosphate of soda;. phenacetin; phenyldimethylpyrazolone ; 
and dimethylaminophenyldimethylpyrazolone. 

A new ‘‘ commuted ”’ rate of 4 per cent. is instituted for 
the following articles when containing 30 per cent. or more 
of linen, jute, cotton, wool, silk or rayon, viz.:— 

All woven products, not made-up, and in particular, 
besides tissues properly so-called, tulles, gauze, canvas 
thread-work, lace, guipure, trimmings, wicks, ribbons and 
tapes, carpets, upholsteries, shawls and scarves, counter- 
panes and dusters, hosiery tissues, but not including felts; 

Made-up articles of hosiery except articles of hosiery 
tissues ; 

Threads, cords and braids not suitable for use in the 
manufacture of the above articles. 

This ‘‘commuted ’’ rate covers all transactions affecting 
the linen, jute, cotton, wool, silk or ravon from their pro- 
duction in Belgium or abroad until their transformation into 
one of the articles specified. The tax is payable on import 
or on sale by the manufacturer, but in the case of goods 
manufactured in Belgium half the tax is to be paid by the 
seller. When goods of the kind in question are subject to 
Luxury Tax, payable on production or import, the Luxury 
Tax covers, as a ‘‘ commuted ” tax, the previous transactions 
which wouid normally be covered by the ‘‘ commuted ”’ Sales 
Tax of 4 per cent. 

A new ‘‘ commuted ”’ rate of 2 per cent. is introduced for 
linen, jute, cotton, wool, silk or rayon, spun or not, but this 
is only payable when these textiles are not to be used in the 
manufacture of the articles specified above as subject to the 
4 per cent. ‘‘ commuted ”’ rate. 

The increase of the rate of the Luxury Tax from 6 to 8 per 
cent. has been applied only to articles subject to payment of 
Luxury Tax on production or import, and classed under the 
headings of Focdstuffs; Hosiery; Walking sticks and 
umbrellas; Mirrors; Perfumery; and Tissues and made-up 
textiles. Particulars of the articles included under any of 
these headings may be obtained from the Department of 
Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W. 1. 

The following articles have been exempted from the pay- 
ment of Luxury Tax, viz.:—Iron chairs and bedsteads de- 
livered to clinics, hospitals and similar establishments; fabric 
gloves; and table and toilet articles and kitchen fittings of 
decorated faience. Cocoa in powder is also exempted from 
Luxury Tax, and a new ‘‘ commuted ’’ rate of Sales Tax of 
4 per cent. is introduced for this product. 


The following alterations have been made in the lists of 
articles subject to the Luxury Tax :— 

‘‘Qilcloth for flooring, linoleum and similar products 
becomes ‘‘ Linoleum and similar articles of rubber.”’ 

‘‘ Wallpapers, leather and skins for wall hangings and 
their imitations’? becomes ‘‘ Leather and skins for wall 
hangings, wallpapers wholly or partly gilt, silvered, 
metalled, micaceous, velveted, moiré, stamped, goffered or 
varnished, and those imitating leather.’’ 

The Luxury Tax now applies to photographic papers, 
cards, films and plates only when these are put up for retail 
sale. 

The Luxury Tax now applies to trunks, suitcases, hand- 
bags, hathoxes, etc., only when these are of leather or 
covered with leather.

BRAZIL 


RESTRICTIONS ON THE IMPORTATION OF 
MACHINERY 


With reference to previous notices regarding the restric- 
tions on the importation into Brazil of machinery and acces- 
sories and spare parts therefor, the Commercial Secretary to 
H.M. Embassy at Rio de Janeiro reports that a further 
Circular has been issued by the Brazilian Ministry of Labour 
which states that, until further notice, the following articles 
are not subject to import licence requirement :— 


Industrial machinery, apparatus and instruments for 
industries already existing in the country, except such 
goods for the textile, hat, boot and shoe and sugar indus- 
tries ; 

Spare parts and accessories for machinery already set up 
for use, including spare parts and accessories for 
machinery already in use in the four industries mentioned 
above. 


COLOMBIA 
IMPORT OF AGRICULTURAL MACHINERY 


A Law (No. 4) of January last provided, inter alia, that 
agricultural machinery of all kinds could be imported into 
Colombia free of Customs duty, tonnage tax and river tax. 
In virtue of a recent Decree this duty-free admission is 
restricted to the following:—Ploughs, ploughshares and 
spare parts thereof; appliances for destroying antheaps; 
machinery and hydraulic outfits weighing more than 
500 kilogs., for irrigation purposes; harrows and rakes; 
reapers, seeders and fertiliser distributors; and tractors of 
any kind.
